ROOSEVELT FOR RESTORING 
GOVERNMENT PAY CUTS 


Favors 5 Per Cent Increase to Bring 


Salaries Back to Level of 
1932 by July 1.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 31.—Full 
restoration of the Government pay 
cuts next July’ 1 will be recommend- 
ed by President Roosevelt.

TEST OF ARTIFICIAL HEART 


Russian Scientists Say They Re 
stored Life for Two Minutes. 
By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, Oct. 21.—Russian sci- 
entists said today they had restored 
life for two minutes to a man who 
had hanged himself three hours 
earlier. The scientists used an ar- 
tificial heart. 

The heart is a device 
by Sergei Bruikhamenko to do the 
joint work of the heart and lungs 
in purifying the blood. Prof. C. 
I. Spassko Kukotsky announced re-

ALONE FOR 18 YEARS 
DIES A MILLIONAIRE 


Body in Kitchen of Antiquated 
House—Realty and Mort- 
gages Worth $1,500,000.

NEW YORK, Oct. 31.—The 
neighbors were right about Miss 
Louisa Herle, 74 years old, whose 
body was found yesterday on the 


floor of the kitchen basement in 
the antiquated house at 292 
Twelfth street, Brooklyn, where 
she had lived alone for 18 years. 
She was a millionaire. 

The neighbors’ belief that a for- 
tune in currency was hidden in 
the old house apparently proved 
erroneous, however, when Miss 
Herle’s lawyer, Elmer J. Ash- 
mead, disclosed the estate was al- 
most entirely in real estate and 
mortgages. He estimated its value 
at $1,500,000 and said he doubted 
that she had made a will. 

During her residence in the 
house, Miss Herle gained local rep- 
utation for frugality and business 
acumen, After the death of her 
parents, the attorney said, Miss 
Herle and her brothers continued 
a family grocery business. She 
scrimped to buy up mortgages in 
default and acquire likely com- 
mercial sites. Soon she was able 
to retire from the grocery. First 
one brother died and then the 
other, irked by blindness, took his 
own life. Since then she had lived 
in the basement of the house alone 
except for a dog now and then.

PASTOR CAMPAIGNS 
FOR ANDERSON 


The Rev. Dr. C. Oscar John- 
son Says issue Is Bigger 
Than Politics. 


“Are the citizens of this com- 
munity going to sit quietly and ac- 
cept this affront? Are they to rec 
ognize wrong and take no action? 
Are they to allow ruthless crime to 
dominate their city, their families, 
their lives?—Well, I will not sit and 
watch.” 

Thus the Rev. Dr. C. Oscar John- 
son, pastor of the Third Baptist 
Church at Grand and Washington 
boulevards, and former moderator 
of the Northern Baptist Conven- 
tion, today announced his entry 
into the campaign for the re-elec- 
tion of Prosecuting Attorney C. 
Arthur Anderson of St. Louis Coun- 
ty. Anderson is in the County Hos- 
pital as a result of the assault of 
Oct. 9, shortly after he had won @ 
conviction against Angelo Rose- 
grant for the kidnaping of Dr. I. D. 
Kelley. 

“If the time has come,” Dr. John- 
son said to a Post-Dispatch re 
porter, “when a law-abiding citizen 
must keep his mouth shut, when an 
officer of the courts is injured for 
performing his duty, then the time 
has come for a change in our meth- 
od of law enforcement. 

“T do not know Arthur Anderson; 
I never heard of him before the 
Rosegrant trial, yet, I intend to 
make a campaign in his behalf for 
the good of the community. It is 
time that some of us crawled from 
our shells. 

“I speak for righteousness rather 
than for politics. Ministers should 
not take part in politics, but there 
is an issue far bigger than a polit- 
ical party confronting this incident. 

“If there was ever a change in 
office, this is not the time for it. 
Anderson should get the largest 
majority a Prosecuting Attorney 
ever received. He has risked his 
life in the cause of justice and we 
can’t allow lawless criminals to 
abolish this justice. 

“Success in this venture will stim- 
ulate criminals to do away with 
everyone and everything that op- 
poses them. A vote against Ander- 
son now is a vote in favor: of the 
culprits responsible for the assault, 

“The qualities or political affilia- 
tions of Anderson’s opponent are 
no longer concerned. A man that 
defeats him is defeating law and 
justice.”

NEW YORK HEARS

ARE TO BE SOLD

NEW YORK, Oct. 31.—Seeming- 
ly reliable advices, coming to Inter- 
national News Service today indi- 
cate that the St. Louis Cardinals are 
likely to be,sold by Sam Breadon, 
less than a month after winning 
the championship of the world. The 
bid and asked prices are not avail- 


able, but both are probably enough, 
Mr. Breadon having shown his share 
of what the boys call “stragedy.” If 
the deal goes through, he’s getting 
out at the top of the market. Mr. 
Breadon is a business man. He has 
discovered, in the course of a long 
and not too painless experience, 
that you can’t sell a deficit. 

Not that the gentleman was in- 
different to the last world series; 
as a matter of fact, it more than 
got him out of the barrel. It prac- 
tically got him out of a hogshead. 
The purchaser, they say, is an oil 
man from the Southwest. He is 
said to be worth $40,000,000 and, 
having become jaded by it all, is 
now looking for some random ex- 
citement. He'll doubtless get it 
during the ensuing winter, when he 
and his manager, Mr. Frisch, and 
Mr. Rickey attempt to sign the va- 
rious members of a championship 
club. 

Mr. Rickey, by the way, natural- 
ly continues on under the new ar- 
rangement, if any, that being Mr. 
Rickey’s way. If what I surmise 
about the Cardinal organization is 
true, there either is a Mr. Rickey or 
there’s no arrangement.

New Rules for Missouri Bar 


Go Into 


Effect Tomorrow 


Intended to Facilitate 


Procedure for Disbar- 


ment and to Elevate Standards for 
Admission to Practice.

THE CZAR’S DIARIES. 


The Soviet Government is publishing parts of the 
late Czar’s diaries, which he kept faithfully for 30 
years, almost up to the day of his assassination, in 
1918. If any historian has been waiting impatiently 
for disclosures which the Czar could have made, he 
will he disappointed in his personal journal, however. 
For the diaries are just as reserved, emotionless 
and colorless as the man who wrote them. Though 
the Czar was a participant in earth-shaking events, 
he paid more attention in the diaries to noting the 
state of the weather, the time of luncheon, his com- 
panions on walks. 

The latest volume, for instance, covering the event- 
ful days of July and August, 1914, has this amazingly 
passive account, reprinted in the New York Times, 
of how war came to Russia: 

. .» Walked with children. At 6:30 drove to 
church. As I returned home, I learned that 
Germany had declared war on us. Olga Alexan 
drovna, Dimitri and Ioann had dinner with us.

Trend toward economic nationalism everywhere caused failure of London conference, 
which sought to restore old system, writer says; memorandum presented by Amer- 
icans at meeting in Rome is found more realistic, in proposing international plan- 
ning and production control; patient study and research needed to solve problem.

T is safe to say that no other step taken 
| by the Roosevelt administration carries 

with it such limitless possibilities as those 
suggested in the memorandum submitted by 
Messrs. Tugwell and Taylor, American dele- 
gates to the International Institute of Ag- 
riculture at Rome. Here, without the fan- 
fare of publicity which accompanied the 
ill-fated World Economic Conference at Lon- 
don, we have a proposal that attempts for 
the first time to deal in a realistic manner 
with the basic problems of the world de- 
pression. 

The London Economic Conference was es- 
sentially an attempt to restore an interna- 
tional laissez-faire economic structure such 
as existed prior to the World War. On the 
assumption that existing maladjustments 
could be eliminated only through the restor- 
ation of economic flexibility, it concentrated 
on proposals for the leveling of trade bar- 
riers, the stabilization of currencies and the 
revival of international lending. 

The conference failed, not because world 
interdependence has _ ceased to exist, but 
primarily because the desire for greater flex- 
ibility was in direct opposition to the whole 
trend of economic development. The New 
Deal in the United States, the new forms of 
economic organization in Germany and 
Italy and the planned economy. of the So- 
viet Union are merely the latest and most 
extreme manifestations of a tendency which 
has been apparent for the greater part of a 
century—for nations and groups, capital as 
well as labor, demaiid a larger measure of 
security than can be provided by a system 
of free competition. 

+ * € 

With the collapse of the London confer- 
ence, the drift toward economic nationalism, 
as well as toward rigidity and planning, has 
continued unchecked, While there has been 
a certain degree of domestic recovery in 
many countries, international trade has not 
shared in the improvement. This has meant 
continued hardship for those sectors of the 
economy which are dependent on the world 
markets. 

In the United States, the pinch has been 
felt primarily, though not exclusively, in ag- 
riculture. The administration’s crop-reduc- 
tion program. has been matched by increased 
production abroad, so that its net effect has 
been far from beneficial. In recognition 
of this fact, those in charge of agricultural 
policy have increasingly come to realize that 
the United States must make a. definite 
choice between its present nationalist policies 
and a restoration of the world market. 

The experience of the last few years has 
abundantly revealed the pitfalls besetting 
the nationalist path. A permanent loss of 
export markets not only would involve tre- 
mendous hardships during the transition 
period, but would entail lower living stan- 
dards and a degree of regimentation wholly 
unpalatable to the average American. Yet 
restoration of the old order is beyond possi- 
bility. 

The obvious solution of this dilemma lies 
in the extension of the principle of planning 
to the international sphere, which is essen- 
tially what has been suggested in the mem- 
orandum presented at Rome. While this en- 
tails grave difficulties, as illustrated by the 
vicissitudes of the international wheat agree- 


ment, it is the one road on which progress 
has been made during the past few years. 
Plans for international commodity control 
have been either formulated or actually put 
into effect in the case of sugar, wheat, rub- 
ber and tea. 

In regard to other commodities, agree- 
ment has been blocked by the failure 
to win the co-operation of enough producers. 
But it is now widely recognized that there 
can be no solution of the anarchy existing 
in the production of basic raw material ex- 
cept through international co-operation. 

The American memorandum not only rec- 
ommends a thorough study of the results 
and possibilities of national and internation- 
al production control, but suggests that ag- 
ricultural planning on a world scale may be 
the means of avoiding a repetition of the 
events of recent years, and proposes that 
this planing be co-ordinated with long-range 
economic planning in other fields. It has 
the additional virtue of recognizing that lit- 
tle progress can be made, toward interna- 
tional control as long as present trade bar- 
riers continue to exist, and that these in 
turn are closely bound up with monetary in- 
stability. It advocates a frank re-examina- 
tion of current trade policies in order to 
determine whether they serve to increase 
international commerce, or whether they ob- 
struct trade or divert it from its normal 
channels. 
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But perhaps the most encouraging fea- 
ture of the American proposal lies in its ten- 
tative nature. By no stretch of the imagina- 
tion can it be charged that this is merely 
another Utopian plan which the Brain Trust 
is seeking to impose on an unsuspecting 
world. It is flexible and exploratory in char- 
acter, accepting the fact that the field of 
international economics has as yet scarcely 
been touched, even by so-called experts. 
Moreover, the scheme has the great advan- 
tage of having been presented unobtrusively 
~—Iin striking contrast to the pitiless glare of 
publicity that attended every move of the 
London Economic Conference and made 
necessary concessions virtually impossible. 

There can be no assurance that the mem- 
orandum will receive favorable considera- 
tion from the various foreign countries at 
the present time. Any proposal by the Unit- 
ed States purporting to be in the interest of 
the world as a whole is bound to encounter 
suspicion. Recent developments in Germany 
France and the Far East indicate that the 
forces of economic nationalism are more 
powerful today than ever before. But the 
very extremes to which they have gone have 
created the necessity for a return to inter- 
national co-operation. 

This will not be easy; it may not even 
be possible in view of the warlike passions 
which the economic struggle has engendered. 
But if it is to come at all, it will be through 
patient study and research such as has been

AS PEARY, WRITER SAYS 


J. Gordon Hayes Says Byrd 
and Bennett Were First 
to Reach It, 


By the Associated Press, 


LONDON, Oct. 31.—The claims of 
Dr. Frederick A. Cook to discovery 
of the North Pole are credited by 
J. Gordon Hayes, polar historian, 


with as much accuracy as those of 


Admiral Robert E. Peary. 

In his book, “The Conquest of the 
North Pole,” just published, Hayes 
says many of Cook’s. statements 
“may be accepted as genuine and 
truthful.” 

Rear Admiral Richard E. Byrd 
and Floyd Bennett are said by 
Hayes to have been the first per- 
sons actually to reach the pole. 

“Admiral Peary,” Hayes writes, 
“never was within 50 or more miles 
North Pole. There have 
been many critics of Peary’s claim 
on both sides of the Atlantic, and 
all disinterested inquirers have 
come to the same conclusion—that 
he didn’t reach the pole; by this it 
may be understood he never was 
within 50 or more miles of its posi- 
tion. Peary said he returned from 
his camp at the pole to latitude 87 
degrees, 47 minutes north, in no 
more than 56 hours. This is a dis- 
tance of 150 statute miles, apart 
from the deviations over pack ice 
and drifting floes. Hence, a man 
o3 years old either walked consid- 
erably more than 75 miles a day for 
two days over a rough surface, or 
he never came near the pole.” 

Regarding Dr. Cook, Hayes sub- 
mits Cook in 1908 “probably reached 
at least as high a latitude as that 
attained by Admiral Peary the fol- 
lowing year; that Cook’s statements 
except in relation to his attainment 
of the north pole and possibly his 
glacial island, may be accepted as

residents there are largely of Ger- 
man birth or German descent, and 
only two-tenths of one per cent are 
receiving Federal or State aid. 


The outside relp has come from 
the Government during a Demo- 
cratic administration, and both 
Democratic and Republican leaders 
are convinced that not only those 
receiving the aid, but merchants 
and others to whom the relief 
money eventually finds its way, 
will be influenced by it when they 
cast their votes. 


There is no indication that there 
will be marked differences in the 
majorities of the candidates, though 
Congressman Clyde Williams of 
Hillsboro probably will lead the 
Democratic ticket in the district. 


Pheips and Dent Counties. 


In spots the Democratic outlook 
does not appear as bright to local 
leaders as it does in other places. 
Phelps and Dent counties are two 
of these, but there appears no rea- 
son to doubt that each will return 
a substantial Democratic majority. 
In Dent there is a possibility that 
some Republicans will be elected 
on the county ticket, a situation 
which also may be expected in 
Crawford, Laclede, Perry and 
Washington County. In fact, Craw- 
ford and Perry counties, normally 
eRpublican, the entire Republican 
tickets may win. 


The district would be expected 
to go Democratic except in a na- 
tion-wide landslide, but it is prob- 
able the majority will be consider- 
ably less than in 1932 when Roose- 
velt carried it by 27,833, and yet 
nearly double the majority in 1930 
when the Democratic ticket won 
by 8564. 

It appears that rural voters, gen- 
erally speaking, are still standing 
by Roosevelt, and while there is to 
be found some dissatisfaction with 
the national administration, the Re- 
publicans who voted for Roosevelt 
two years ago do not seem to have 
returned to their old.party affilia- 
tion in sufficient numbers to bring 
the Democratic majority down to 
normal.

The Tannic Acid 


Treatment of 
Severe Burns 


Chemical Apparently Acts 
As Neutralizer of Poison 
Formed.

URNS which involve more than 
B: third of the body surface are 

serious, no matter whether of 
the second or third degree. The pa- 
tients are usually shocked at first, 
but if they recover from the initial 
shock, they frequently develop a 
curious state of toxemia, which is 
often fatal. It is known that after 
death with burns of this kind, wide- 
spread changes occur in the liver 
and kidneys, evidently due to the 
action of some poison. 

In 1925 a surgeon at the Ford 
Hospital in Detroit, named David- 
son, at the suggestion of Dr. E. C. 
Mason, a chemist, began to try tan- 
nic acid. On one of the first cases 
in which it was tried the surgeon 
applied the tannic acid on inoist 
dressings to only part of the burned 
body. He was surprised the next 
day to find that this part was en- 
tirely free from pain, while the 
routine treatment that was used on 
the rest of the burned surface did 
not relieve pain at all. 

This discovery revolutionized the 
treatment of severe burns, and es- 
tablished the tannic acid treatment 
as a routine. At first the tannic 
acid was soaked in gauze and placed 
on the burned area, but later an im- 
provement was made by spraying 
the tannic acid solution on _ the 
burned area from an atomizer. The 
tannic acid apparently neutralizes 
the poison which is formed in 
burned tissue, and also stops pain, 
as well as being an antiseptic. 

The tannic acid solution must be 
made up fresh. Tannic acid is a 
brown powder made from nut galls. 
It is slowly soluble in water. It is 
probably a very good thing to have 
in the emergency medicine cabinet. 
However, if tannic acid is not avait- 
able, tea leaves contain some of it, 
and a good strong brew of tea can 
be used instead of the tannic acid 
solution. 

It is found especially valuable in 
the burns of children, who consti- 
tute about half of the patients with | 
serious burns. Since its use in one} 
hospital, it has been found to re-| 
duce the death rate in children by 
two-thirds. 

Questions From Readers. 

C. G. F.: “Some very able physi- 
cians recommend a teaspoon of 
Olive oil, before meals, four times 
daily, for the successful correction 
of faulty elimination; a trace of 
salt to render more palatable, if 
preferred. It seems the patient, if 
underweight, gains to normal, and 


if overweight reduces to normal —| 
height and age considered. There} 
is widespread prejudice against | 
Olive oil, under the impression that 
it invariably increases weight.” 

Answer: I do not agree that olive 
oil acts as an eliminant, but a very 
good eliminant is mineral oil, which 
is not absorbed and does not in- 
crease body weight. It can be taken 
in a dose between a teaspoon and a 
tablespoon at night.
